Mr. Mellen's reputation in pedagogy 


extended far beyond the confines of 
Lowell and frequently ho took an ac- 
tivo part In slate-wide discussions of 
educational matters. He was an espe- 
cial devotee of literature and had an

works of almost every nature. 


His efforts in Americanization work 


brought him Into espccjal local prbtnl- 
ncnce within the past fow years. In 
the fall of 191S he was elected super- 
visor of Americanization work in 
evening schools by the school commit- 
tee and as a member "of tho Americani- 
zation committee of the former boar I 
of trade, ho did exceptionally effective 
work In organizing the campaig-n In 
this _ city.

his state, the orator of his people ana 
the statesman of hts age? 


Hcrndon, his law partner for more

of every situation In which lie was 
placed\as man, as lawyer, as'debater, 
as leader, as statesman.
